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The President’s Bed. 

WASHINGTON, July 7,—The bed. President 
Gartield was laid upon when first carried to 
the White House from the Baltimore and Po- 
tomac Depot was wide but short and low, It 
was so short that the President’s feet rested 
against the footboards, and he complained of 
this cramped position. Another trouble was 
that the low bed placed the President too 
low in the room to get the benefit of the 
breezes. The bed was a foot or two lower 
than the window sills. The bed he is now in 
is seyen feetsiong, so that he has plenty of 
room for his feet and it is _ high 
enough to come above the window. 
It has a patent mattress arranged s0 as 
thorough ventilation passes underneath the 
patient. The only inconvenience the Presi- 
dent has suffered from the change proceeds 
from the narrowness of the bed. In the first 
one be Jaid on he could stretch his arms out. 
liowever the present bed is only for 
temporary use, A regular invalid’s 
having all improvements and comforts, 
has been telegraphed for, and as soon as it 
comes he will be placed on it. 

GUITEAU’S PISTOL. 

It turns out that the pistol used by Guiteau 
Was a cheap common weapon after all. Itis 
a self-cocker, and as it was so easy 
many wonder he did _ not 
fire one or more shots. The pistol was 
bought from O’Meara on the Sth of June for 
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His Appetite.

Where the Dauger Now Lies. 
WASHINGTON, July 7.—In conversation this 
afternoon with Dr. Boynton, the President’s 
family physician, Dr. sliss 
expressed the opinion that the 
President’s chance of recovery 
Was now considerably more thanever. The 
danzer of peritonitis, he said, was rapidly 
passing away, and although it might 
still oeeur its oecurrence had become 
improbable. The only accidents now to be 
apprehended, he said, and the only ones like- 
ly to terminate fatally were secondary 
hemorrhage and rywmia or biood poisoniag. 
secondary hemorrhage might occur at any 
time up to the seventh day, but on account of 
the course Which the bali took and the place 
where it is supposed to lie 
the danger of secondary hemorr- 
hage was not, in Doctor Bliss’s opinion, 
aserious one. Rywmiaor blood paisoning 
was the accident most to be feared,and of that 
there was not vet he suid, the slightest 
indication. An absess miebt format any 
point along the course of the ball or atthe 
extremity of the wound, but 
with this he said they eould 
Geal successfully. lie expressed great 
reliance upon the President’s vigorous con- 
stitution, strong vitalitv and ecalin courage. 
He Was, the doctor said, the 
very best patient he had 
seenin thecourse of his survical practice. 
With regard tothe supposed course of the 
ball and its present location Dr. Bhsssaid that 
While they had not thought it prudent to probe 
deeply insearch of it, either immediately 
after the infliction of the in- 
since that time, he 
saturday introduce “A 
Nettleton probe into the wound very gently 
and traced the course of the ball about three 
and a haif inches. So faras he could judge 
it had entered the back above the meht hip 
and taken a nearly horizontal course 
forward through the ory, striking «nd 
slightly fracturing a rib and being 
thence deflected a little to the 
right where i Glpenetrated 
the liver. Whether the ball remained in that 
organ or passed through it and lodged in the 
anterior wall of the abdomen he was 
unable to say, but he hoped the latter would 
prove to bethe ease. Le suid he regarded 
the wound asin a surgical sense a very for- 
tunate one, since the slight 
deflection , of the ball to the 
right had earried it awav-from the re- 
gion Where it would have heen likely 
to prove fatal in a few hours, 
and intoaregion where it left a ecbance 
of recovery. Speaking of the pain 
in the President’s feet yovtor 
Bliss said that it was prob- 
ably due to the laceration of 
one of the sympathetic vanglia. The 
moter and sensory nerves of the leg had not, 
he said, been. injured. . in conclusion Pr. 
Bliss expressed the opinion that 
the President was still in serious danger, 
Every day was carrying him past the crit- 
ical points, one after another, und he had 
strong hope he would recover.

Attempt on Jackson’s Life. 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—An official to-day 
locked up the facts of the case of the at- 
tempted assassination of President 
Andrew Jackson. It took place June ‘W, 
1835. President Jackson was passing through 
the rotunda of the Capitol attending the fu- 
peral of a member of Congress, 
accompanied by a gentleman on each side 
of him. Hejwas walking along and did 
not notice the approach of Richard Law- 
renson, an Englisbmah, a house painter 
by trade, who drew a pistol from under his 
clovk and fired. Beies a flint lock the pow- 
der did not cateh, and no explosion

KXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, July 
6.—The President was 1 x3 wounded in the 
shoulder, as is commonly reported. The first 
ball grazed his elbow and eut his coat sleeve, 
which caused him to turn towsrds the villain. 
and hecould then have grappled him and pre- 
vented the shot which has been so nearly 
mortal but for an intervening bench. His 
next thought was to step throuch the door, 
Which was near, but as he turned to do 
so the second shot passed into his back near 
and above hisright hip. sofar it has been 
impossily le to discover the course of the hell. 
It struck one of the amali bones or floating 
ribs of the back and shattdeed it. It is sup- 
posed to have then passed Mrouch theliver. 
It is possible it may have lodzed in the liver, 
but itis thought not.

VICE-PRESIDENTiAL PRESIDENTS. 


How They Drift into Opposition to the 
Party That Elect Them. 
: From the New York World. 

Like heirs-apparent in hereditary monar- 
chies. the Vice-Presidents of the American 
Republic appear to drift instinctively into op- 
position even when they are not named, in 
order to appease the weaker of hostile fac- 
tions within one party. Of our Vice-Presi- 
cential Presidents, Tvler was the first. He 
was chosen in 1840 onthe Whig ticket with 
Gen. Harrison, Who was sixty-nine years eld 
when he wus inaugurated. Within a few 
weeks afterwards he died from the effects of 
a celd eaught while going to market 
in a truly Democratic fashion 
one raw March morning. He fell a 
victim to an overestimate of his constitution 
and physical powers, and not ‘unwarned by 
his friends, whose kindly suggestions were 
not only unheeded but seemed to annoy him. 
He lay illin the White House only nine days. 
He was the first President who died in oftice. 
Ifis death Was an astounding shock tothe 
country, and when the people awoke to the 
fact that anotber person whom they had 
elected Vice-President, and whom they knew 
only us **Tyler too,’? had become President, 
there went up 4 uffiversal and anxious 
query, ** Whois he-—what sort of man is he?’’ 
But the death of Harrison had been antici- 

pated several duavs before it happened. Ty- 
fa, who was then at his home on tha Poto- 
mac peninsula, was sent for immediately in 
ag Government steamer. ILle took the 
oath quietly and privately. Gen. Harrison’s 
Cabinet concluded that Mr. Tvler while per- 
forming the functions of Vresident ought to 
bear the title of Vice-President, acting Pres- 
ident,*? but Mr. Tyler, under the advice of 
Chief Justice Taney, at once assumed the full 
presidential title. He announced that he 
would retain the Harrison Cabinet, of which 
Daniel Webster was Secretary of state. The 
Harrison-Tvler Whigs were in doubt and 
dismay, for ‘I'vier had been put on the ticket 
with the knowledge that he was ratherjan er- 
raticmember of the party. Within three 
months Mr. Tyler vetoed two fiscal measures 
of his party in Congress looking to a destruc- 
tion of the Van Buren sub-treasury system 
and to the re-establishment of a 
National Bank. By the 1lith of Sept- 
ember what turned out to bea final rupture 
between the new President and the Whig 
party began with the resignation of all the 
Cabinet except Mr. Webster, who did not 
remain much longer. The new Cabinet was 
composed of nominal Whigs, but all the Con- 
gressional Whigs excepting Henry A. Wise 
and Caleb Cushing, deserted Tyler after the 
Whig Convressmen had issued in the autumn 
of 1841 a celebrated maifesto drawn up by 
John P. Kennedy of Marvland, calling fora 
caucus committee, of Which Kenneth G. Ray- 
nor, pow 1n Government employ in Washing- 
ton, isthe onlv survivor. From that time for- 
ward Tvler received his main support from 
the Democrats. 

General Taylor was the second President 
who died in ottice. Hediedinthe month of 
July. Only tive days before his death, on In- 
dependence Day, General Taylor had attend- 
edthe exercises at the Washington monu- 
ment. These lasted above an hour, during 
which time the President, with the obstinacy 
ofan old campsaicner in the tropics, refused 
to sbelter himself from an uncommonly hot 
sun even With an umbrella. Exhausted and 
overheated, on his return to the White 
House hexate cherries and drank cold milk 
lmprudentiv and was soon ill. President 
Tavlor’s death, like that of Harrison, was ex- 
pected for many hours before it occurred. 
immediately after that event the Cabinet of- 
ticers addressed an official letter to Vice- 
President Millard Fillmore, civing him 
oflicial notification of the vacancy, of which in 
his turn he gave ofticial notice to the houses 
of Congress then in session over the compro- 
mise measures. Fe informed Congress that he 
should take the oath as President at noon of 
the same day. It was administered in the hall 
of the house (into which the Senate had also 
come) by the venerable Chief Justice of the 
district, Cranch, the father-in-law, by the 
way, of Mr. Icrastus Brooks. Mr. Filmore 
simply took the oath but made no address,and 
after taking it retired. General Tavlor’s Cab- 
inet had shown as unfriendly a disposition to- 
wards Mr. Filemore as the Cabinet of General 
Garficid Lis manifested towards Mr. Arthur. 
No favor he had ever asked had been 
erante:, ile had recommendel_ two 
peisons us Collector and Postmaster 
at Buffalo, where he resided. Not only were 
they not appointed, the places were filled with 
Seward or anti-slavery and not Fillmore or 
silver-gray Whigs. As soon as Fillmore be- 
came President Mr. Clayton, Secretary of 
State, sent in his resignation, and Daniel 
Webster was appointed in his place. A few 
days afterwards an entirely new Cabinet was 
made, in which Mr. Fillmore’s law partner 
and intimate fmend and adviser, Nathan Kk. 
Ilali, was placed as Postmaster General. 
Thereaiter during Mr. Fillmore’s Aaminis- 
tration the breach between the stalwarts of 
that day (the Seward anti-slavery Whigs)and 
the half-breeds of that day (the silver-grays) 
widened continually. The party which had 
elected Fillmore hated bim when he retired 
us intensely as Tvier had been hated. The 
administration of these two Vice-Presiden- 
tial Whig Presidents prepared tne way 
for the stecesses of the Democrats in 
the election of Volk, who succeeded Ty- 
ler, and of Pierce, who succeeded Fillmore. 

Tbe third of our Vice Presidential Presi- 
dents, Andrew Johnson, took the oath as 
resident as quietly and privately as Tvler 
hadtakenit. His quarrel with the Republi- 
cans Was not of such sudden and rapid 
rrowth as the quarrels of Tyler and Fillmore 
Withthe Whigs, butit became in the end 
quite as irreconcilable and bitter. Johnson’s 
difference with his old party leaders, like 
those of Fillmore, grew out of his refusal to 
Ware war politically upon the South. Like 
Tyler, Johnson formallv joined the ‘Demo- 
crutic party before he left the White House, 
and like Tyler he sought, but sought in vain, 
arcnomination from the Democratic National 
Convention. 

A Balloon Seen at Sea. 
Koston Dispatch to Chicago Times, 

A wide field for conjecture is afforded by a 
report made by Mr. John W. Tobias, of the 
Whaling brig Rosa Baker, which vessel arrived 
here to-day. tle makes the following state- 
ment: ‘*On June lz, at noon, in latitude 27 
decrees 50 seconds, longitude 67 degrees 30 
seconds, observed « large balloon in the west- 
ward. It was apparentivy about one mile in 
elevation, about five miles distant, and 
proceeded siowiv ina northwesterly course.

ANOTHER CLAIMANT. 


A Canadian Who Has Laid Claimto an 
Earldom and $100,000,000, 
London (Ont.) Dispatch to New York Times. 

After vears of patient searching, amid the 
ditticulties which poverty has raised, a work- 
man in the Great Western Railway car shops 
in this city bas traced up what seems to be 
an indisputable claim to one -of the richest 
estates imail Scotland. The greatest inter- 
est has been awakened by the romantic his- 
tory of the man who has thus been elevated 
into prominence, andthere is every proba- 
bility that be will soon be put in possession 
of his rights. It may be remembered that 
some years agothe Ear! of Mar died without 
leaving a direct heirto his immense estate, 
and by right of succession a nephew, Lord 
Kellie assumed the title and property of the 
dead nobleman, Valued at #100,000,000, Now, 
however, it has been discovered that the 
Karl bad a son, and that son is believed to be 
Jobn Francis Erskine ofthis city. The trac- 
ing up of the title has necessarily been slow 
and unsatisfactory, from the fact that Mr. 
Erskine was poor and hampered by a family, 
and men who could have helped him doubted 
his story. The facts of che case are briefly 
these: 

In 1820, two years before the marriage of 
the Earl of Mar to the daughter of Lord Mon- 
tech, a male child was born to the lady, who 
afterward becaine its legitimate mother by 
her marriage withits father. When an in- 
fant, however, the bov was secretly given in- 
to the care of a poor but respectable family, 
whom the Ear] paia well for the services ren- 
dered. Later on, when the little fellow had 
grown upto befive or six vears of age, he 
was placed under the care of a inan named 
Campbell, and sent to Canada. His guardian 
frequently told him in later years that he was 
the son of Scotland’s noblest Haris, and that 
he should some day be placed in possession 
of documents that would enable him to go 
home and live in luxury. The old man seem- 
ed under astrong pledge, however, not to 
reveal the parentage of his ward, and, al- 
though he broke his promise so far as to in- 
timate on many occasions that the young man 
was the heir tothe Earldom of Mar, he never 
allowed the documentary proofs to go out of 
his hands, Iesaidthat all would be left in 
proper shape at his death.

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Persecuting Russian Jews. 
From the New York Tribune. 

The anti-Jewish riots in Southern Russia 
resulted in the destruction of property 
valued at $5,600,000, a smaller amount than 
the tirst accounts reported. All the leading 
rioters have now been tried at Kief bv ‘court 
martial,and several were condenined to loss 
of «vil-rights and terms of imprisonment 
varying froma few months to threeanda 
half vears. One individual, at least, was 
condemned to twenty years’ exile in Siberia. 
At Odessa, where the prompt action of the 
authorities prevented much damage being 
done, the rioters were tried by a magistrate, 
and afew of the principals were sentenced 
to undergo short terms of imprisonment 
varying from one week tothree months. It 
isnow considered pretty certain that these 
riots may be ascribed to the impoverished 
eondition of the country throuch the failure 
of last year’s harvest: to the ignorance of the 
peasants: their hatred ofthe Jew as a money 
lender: theil jealousy of his wealth: their 
desire to revenge themselves upon those 
whom they consider to have impoverished 
them, and the hope in some of plunder. 
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The Australian-Census. 
’ From the Chicago Tribune. 

The Australian census, of which the ap- 
rroximate results were made known early in 
May, has surprised and disappointed the 
people of Victoria, who find themselves less 
numerous by more than 100,000 than they had 
supposed themselves to be. The total popu- 
lation of Victoriais 855,7!%. Allowing for the 
natural increase by births the statistics reveal 
an actual loss of 21,000 during the decade, 
and it is furthermore entirely among the male 
population. ‘This state of affairs revealed by 
the census has provoked expfessions of dis- 
econlent throughout the colony. A corre- 
spondent of the London Globe says that the 
most obvious cause is the faulty system of 
land legislation which tempts a poor man to 
settle on the land though be may have no 
eapital and no experience in farming or graz- 
ing. After a few years of miserable exis- 
tence bis discontent urges him to remove to 
some other ‘colony where the land laws are 
still more liberal,in the hope of bettering his 
condition.

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A MARINE PRINCE. 
Death of the Founder of the Inman Line 
of Steamships. | 
From the New York Herald. 

A cable dipatch announces the death of 
Wilkam Inman, the founder of the lnman 
Line of steamships trading between Liver- 
pool and New York. He wasa native of 
Liverpool, and after receiving a liberal edu- 
cation entered into mercantile life. In the 
year 1800 he was a junior partner in the tirm 
of Messrs. Richardson Brothers & Company, 
ship owners and agents tor the Liverpool, 
New York and Philadelphia Steamship Com- 
pany, Which was formed early in that vear. 
Mr. Iaman was appointed to manage the 
shipping department of the business. Heit 
was who inaugurated the idea of affording 
the poorer classes of emigrants comfortable 
vovages in the steamships to the United 
States,and at a rate within their means. The 
experiment succeeded, and the horrors of 
the passage in the old packet ships soon be- 
came athing of the past, ‘the sailing vessels 
once confinetl to this branch of the carrying 
business being driven out of the trade. At 
that time the Atlantic steamers were 
by no means the perfection of naval arch- 
itecture that they are now. The ves- 
sels of the Cunard, the Collins and 
the Vanderbilt Lines were propelled by 
side-wheels,and the screw as a means of pro- 
pulsion across the Atlantic had scarcely been 
dreamed of. Mr. Inman, however,was of the 
opinion that the screw was destined to be the 
motive power of the steamships of the future, 
and at bis instance the City of Glascow,owned 
by the Liverpool, New York and Philadel- 
phia Line, was dispatched on her first voyage, 
screw propelled, in mid-winter. So great was 
the alarm 1n shipping cirefes as to the danger 
of the experiment that underwriters charged 
a special rate of insurance. Mr. Inman’s 
prognostications turned out to be correct. 
The City of Glasgow made her voyages with 
speed and safety, and she was in truth the 
pioneer of the magnificent steamships which 
now ply across the Atlantic. Side wheels were 
soon abandoned by the regular lines and 
screw propellers were adopted. New York 
had in 1856 become the portof the Cunrad 
Line. The City of Glasgow and the City of 
Manchester were sent to Philadelphia, and 
it was not until 1857 that the Inman steamers 
‘ame to New York. In October, 1854, Mr. 
Inman became sole managing partner ofthe 
company, Which assumed his name, the firm 
of Richardson Brothers retiring from the 
agency. ‘That position he filled until the pre- 
sent time with eminent success. He first in- 
augurated the system of page pe Qucens- 
town in connection with the North Atlantic 
trade, and the City of Baltimore was the first 
to commence the regular callingin 1857. All 
the other lines in time followed Mr. Inman’s 
lead. He was also first to adopt the lane 
routes acressthe North Atlantic, recommend- 


ed by Lieutenant Maury, of the United States | 


Navy, thereby decreasing the dangers of the 


voyage by collisions with ice. Another of the | 


mechanical changes brought about by Mr. In- 
man is worthy of record. It was the super- 
seding of the old plain engine by the new 
compound type. As the reputation of the 
line rose new steamers were added to the 
fleet, each vessel being furnished with the 
latest improvements that science could sug- 
vest or wealth supply. The City of berlin 
and the City of Richmond are splendid steam- 
ships, second in size only to the Great Kast- 
ern, but their magnificence is eclipsed by the 
City of Rome, the latest addition to the fleet, 
and now nearly completed.

A Florida Crime.

Details of a most brutal and cowardly triple 
murder, perpetrated in Hernando county, 
Florida, have just come tohand.

Sheriff Mickler of that county having oc- 
casion to go from home, left his three chil- 
dren, aged 8, 1l and 14,in charge ofa negro 
named King, a2 manin whom he felt conti- 
dence, because he had done him many kind 
ottices. As soon as Mr. Mickler was well out 
of sight King shotat and mortallv wounded 
the oldest child and forced the others to fly 
to adjacent woods, whither he followed, shot 
one of them and cut the other’s throat, leav- 
ing beth fordead. He then returned to the 
house and robbed it of all portable valuables. 
Iie next determined to waylay and murder 
Mr. Mickier, but as the latter was accom pa- 
nied by one of his neighbors, King’s purpose 
was defeated and he was made prisoner. The 
details of the fiendish crimes were given by 
one of the children discovered in the wodll 
and who survived long enough to tell the 
storyto his father. The murderer has al- 
ready paid the penalty of his crime. The 
people in the yicinity lynched him. 


Murder and Cremation.

A horrible murder was committed about 
six miles east of Harrisburg early this morn- 
ing. Yesterday William B. Andrews (colored) 
with his wife and twochildren came to this ci- 
ty, and the man got intoxicated at Hichsprite, 
five miles east of here.

THE great number of dangerous lunatics 
now at large in Washington is very naturally 
exciting the attention of the people of that 
town, who fear further crimes at the hands 
of these daft and irresponsible men.

Madmen of 
every description have found there their 
natural bourne, and many who would other- 
wise have been unable to go to the capital 
bave been sent there as a cheaper disposal of 
them than paying their expenses at home 
asylums. ‘This system of unloading has gone 
on for vears, and Washington to-day has cer- 
tainly a larger percentage of crazy men with- 
in its limits than any other citv in the land. 
The proofof this fact isto{be found upon 
every creat occasion in that city. Four luna- 
tics presented themselves to be inaugurated 
at GARFIELD’S inauguration. More than a 
dozen did the same thing at GRANT'S last in- 
auguration. When NELLIE GRANT Was mar- 
ried six crazy menturned up at the’ White 
House on the appointed day, each claiming 
to be the groom. During the excitement fol- 
lowing the NATHAN murder four Washington 
‘“‘cranks”’ gave themselves up to the police as 
the criminals. Some of the lunatics in Wash- 
ington have already achieved a national repu- 
tation. Col. PINCIIOVER, for instance,and his 
Latapoe Canal scheme have become famous, 
There are are four Presidents, three Kings, 
a Queen and an Emperor inthe Washiugton 
Insane Asylum and more than a hundred 
mild monomaniacs with financial schemes 
at large in the village. Instances 
might be multipHed Mdetinitely of these 
crazy folk, because since the attempt on the 
President the detectives have been active in 
discovering just how much lunaey is loose at 
the capital. With these madmen uncon- 
fined, all of them liable to change their mania 
at any time, no public man is safe. No one 
can say What sudden gust of madness may 
turn their shattered minds towards assas- 
sination and the means of murder are within 
the reach of every man. Under stress of 
rreat public excitement it would be singular 
indeed. if GUITEAU should not tind not one, 
but many disciples among the demented 
floating population of Washington. Some- 
thing will have to be done to abridge this 
danger. Assassination becomes epidemic 
justas suicide does, and the country cannot 
afford to lie at the merey of 
who can raise money enough to 
volver.

A Gambler’s Story About the Humae- 
ist’s Life in Nevada. 


From the San‘Francisco Chronicite. 


Mining camp journalism is crowded with 
experiences the city newspg#per man wots 
not of. He of the mining camp journal knows 
nothing of “details,” **beats,’’ ‘‘scoops,”’ 
‘watches,’ early or §iate; or of 
“boiling,’’ amplifying,*’ ‘*shooting rot,” and 
many other exigencies, requirements and 
necessities connected with the lot of the city 
newspaperman. Talking with a member of 
his fraternity from the auriferous regions, a 
éhronicie reporter the other evening heard 
the following story about two well known 
Nevada characters: 

I met them in Aurora, Nev., about three 
years ago when that mining camp was @ the 
lirst flush of its second attack of the quartz 
fever. Long Bill, I had learned, was a well 
disposed and amiable citizen who dealt in faro 
in good times and inducted the cuileless 
Piutes in the mysteries of poker and other 
ethics ot 2 higher civilization inthe interims, 
in return Wherefor they supplied his larder 
With quai! and rabbit and his purse with such 
scarce coins as they could steal. Hearing, 
also, that he had “‘cabined”’ with Mark Twain 
when that self-accused humorist was a luck- 
less prospector inthe hills of Nevada, I was 
pleased to find him my companion one day on 
the outside seat of the Bodie stage. 

**You knew Mark Twain?’ I suggested to 
mv companion when he had left the town, 
and the horses had settled into their dreary, 
between-station jog.”’ 

**SamgClemens?” 

‘*Yes, I believe he was called that then.”’ 

“Wasn’t that his name?’’’ 

“So it was.’’ 

“Yes, I hnew Sam. 
762, or, mebbe, *8.’’

‘Sam was very popular here: joliy, and al! 
that, eh?” 

‘Well, no, I can’t saySamwas very popu- 
lar with the bovs here, though he did cabin 
with me.

Sam wasthe means, though, and it 
was rather curious, too, of making the most 
tinpopular man in town popular.’””

Attempts Against Queen Victoria. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

The most bkameless sovereign in Europe 
(sueen Victoria—has not been free from the 
danger of assassination by lunatics, Her 
death could produce no change in the. estab- 
lished order of government. She bus barely 
the shadow of political power. If Royalty 
were abolished Great Britain could not be x 
freer country thanitis. Yet the Queen has 
been three times shot at,once struck in the 
fuce, onve threatened with a loaded and with: 
an unloaded pistol.The first attempt upon the 
Qucen’s life was made June 10, 1840, by 
kdward Oxford,alad of 17. He tired two 
shots deliberately, but missed. His was 
much the same kind of a character as Guit- 
eau’s. Ile was half crazv with a longing for 
notoriety. He was pronounced insane by u 
jury, and sentenced to be confined in a luna- 
tic asvlum during her Majesty’s pleasure. 
Jobn Francis, sonof a machinist in Drury 
Laue, fired at the Queen, May 30, Ist2, from 
the very spot where Oxford had stood. He 
was but a few feet from the carriage, 
Which fortunately was driving at a 
rapid pace and missed his aim. He was con- 
demned to death, but his sentence was coi- 
muted to imprisonment for life. ‘The very 
day after this mitigation of punishment be- 
came known a bunch-backed boy named Bean 
made another attempt on the Queen’s life. 
Iie presented a pistol at her carriage, bu! 
was not permitted to fire it. The pistol was 
loaded with powder, paper tightly rammed 
(own and some scrapsofaclay pipe. Bean 
was imprisoned eighteen mouths. 
bricklayer named Hamilton fired a pisto! 
loaded only with powder at her Majesty, Ma» 
1%, JS49, on Constitution Hill, wher: 
two revious attempts had been 
made. His sentence was seven years’ trans- 
portation. Robert Pate, acasbicred Lieu- 
tenant of Hussars, struck her Majest y in the 
face with astick, May 27, 1850, itis seu- 
tence alsO was seven years’ transportation. 
Arthur O’Connor, a boy of 17, presented an 
unloaded pistol at the Queen Feb. 2%, 1s72. 
He was whipped and mnprisoned for a year. 
The modified law, which authorizes jet 9 
= to be prescribed in the discretion of the 
Judge, is thougbt to have had the effect of 
discouraging attempts upon the Queen’s life. 
Whether there is enough sense in Guiteaw 
to hang or not, thereis certainly enough te

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MOVING WHEAT BY RAIL. 


' Liberal Shipments to the East of No. 2 


Red Winter. 

The shipping movement to wheat has been 
extremely lightfor some time past, but there 
promises now to be pretty free shipments 
from this market. These shipments, how- 
ever, are seeking a different route from the 
river that has been carrying fully nine- 
tenths of allthe wheat shipped here for the 
pastseveral years. The European exporters 
say they cannot use the wheat at present 
prices,and compare the present time with 
last vear, When the “visible supply” was 
smaller, tonnage at New Orleans 
searcer and ocean freights much 
higher than this season; yet there 
this market was *‘short’’ to exporters 1,200,- 
O00 bushels of wheat for the first half of July 
nlone, and fully 3,000,000 bushels for July and 
August, and now there are no European or- 
ders for wheat here. This absence of an ex- 
port demand has had no perceptible effect 
upon the market, unless it may be that future 
trading is rather languid, but cash has sold 
readily, as millers quickly absorbed all the 
good stock on sale, while lower grades were 
wanted for rail shipment. The stock and 
current receipts have been and are small, and 
all the stock in the bands of a few parties, the 
greater portion of the No. 2 red being held by 
one tirm here, the balance centering in city 
millers’ hands, who, by the way, it is under- 
stood have sought unsuccessfully to purchase 
what the chief holder of the stock has. ‘his 
firm has not been holding this wheat ‘for 
fun,” and to-day commenced to move it out, 
loading 125 cars with No. 2 red which will at 
once be sent East,though to what point could 
not be learned. It is said that all the No.2 
red held by this firm will be sent East by rail, 
and as the city millers want their stock for 
crinding the supply of that grade will prob- 
ably be greatly reduced shortly.

How the Weed is Inspected and 
Pot on the St. Louis Market.

An Initiation Iuto the Mysteries of the 
‘‘Break,” “Rejected” and So On. 


-_ 


People who come in on the carly trains 
often stop at the doors of the warehouses 
along Twelfth street to see what all the noise 
is about. The busy season for the tobacco 
men is just opening, and nearly every morn- 
ing in the week there is a ‘“‘break” at one 
warehouse or another. The tobacco which 
eomesto St. Louis from the plantations is 
packedin great hogsheads holding scveral 
hundreds of pounds. It comes to one of three 
warehouses—the Planters’, owned by Ringo 
& Edmunds, Peper’s or Evans Bros.’ There 
it is received and stored. When erough has 
necumulated for a sale the hogsheads are 
tilted up on end in a long row and the Tobacco 
Inspector does his work. 

TOBACCO LNSPECTION 
is not allthe nameimplies. The lower hoop 


| of the somewhat primitive coopering is loos- 


ened, the covering is lifted off in one piece 
and the mass of tobaceo stands uncovered 
from top to bottom. The inspector with his 
staff of muscular samplers does his work in 
this way: A crow bar is thrust ina few in- 
ches from the bottom and the mass lifted out 
ofthe wedze, like opening three or four 
stalks when their leaves are drawn. A little 
higher up the process is repeated, and then a 
third and fourth time, The 
dozen stalks forming a rood sized 
bunch are tied together, a label 
is passed under the string and adaub of 
sealing wax dropped on string and tag with 
inspector’s seal impress upon it. The tag 
numbers the hogshead,'! gives gross and net 
weight and tare. The bunch is deposited on 
the mass of tobacco and the inspector passes 
to the next. 

The inspection does not imply any grading. 
The inspector ueed not know tobacco from 
cabbage. He must furnish 
HONEST SAMPLES, 
the sale of the 
heads Which the samples stand 
for the inspeetor’s duties end. When 
Jasper N. Burks, the present inspector, was 
notiged that he had been appointed to the 
position by the Governor he thelplessty Jex- 
claimed **What in h—ll do | know about] 
tobacco inspection?’ He shared the vencra, 
ignorance respecting the handling of tobacco 
It is a commercial interest of St. Louis about 
which little is known. Thereis no tobacco 
eorner on ’Change, Bundles of “the leaf’’ 
are to be seen oveasionally on the sample 
tables, but the tobacco men are exclusive 
and unobtrusive. The most of the 
transactions take place in the warehouses. 

The receipts are coming in pretty freely 
now and the inspector is able to make up

at one depot or another every day. The sales 
commence at nine o’viock in the morning. 
The hogsheads enteredin the day’s ‘‘break’’ 
stand naked from top to bottom in a long 
row, each mass with the sample bunch on 
iop. The buyers furnish the judgment. The 
ofiicial action of the inspector extends-to the 
sale. At nine o’clock Deputy’ Inspector 
Meek mounts the hogshead at one end of the 
break and proceeds with the noise which at- 
tracts the attention of passers-by. 

The bids are by the bundred weight. The 
bidders stand ina little group, and the sam- 
ple bunchis handed around, each expert 
burving his nose init forafew secands and 
then passing it. The test of tobacco’s quali- 
ty isthe fragranee. Some bidders scarcely 
bestow a glance onthe bunch of leaves; all 
they want isa whiff. To an outsider one un- 
eovered hogshead looks very much like an- 
other save the distinction of'a slight tinge of 
color, but there is a wide rahve in the esti- 
mate of the buyer. One hogshead will sell 
at »F a handred, and the one next to it goes 
off slow at ™4. 

The receipts of tobaceo for the st. Louis 
market run from seventy to one hundred and 
twenty hogsheads a day. ‘hey bave reached 
one hundred and tifty hogsheads in a day 
since Captain Burks took the office. From 
this time till September the receipts will be 
heaviest; alter that they will fall off. There 
isa bunch of half a dozen counties north of 
the river and nearthe center of the State 
Which send large quantities of tobacco to this 
market. Bentonyille, Ark., also is a 
ow <a! point from which  consid- 
erable quantidies of the weed reach St. Louis.

has notheme to grow eloquent over. The 
buyer would be apt to resent any opinion 
from the deputy as tothe quality of the stuff 
under consideration. So Meek simply exer- 
cises his yoeal organs with ‘*fo’ dolla’, fo’ 
dolia’, fo’ dolla’, fo’ dolla’, fo’ dolla’ ten, fo’ 
dolla’ ten, fo’ dolla’ twenty, fo’ dolla’ 
twenty” and so on up tothe point where the 
bids fall off.

Some do their bid- 
ding With slight nods others go no further 
than a wink visible only to the auctioneer. 
The manufacturers are usually represented 
through some commission man. 

THE AIR OF MYSTERY 
With whtch the transaction is enveloped is 
increased if the tobacco in question is of 
poor quality. <A trick of the trade 
With manufacturers, Who wouldn’t have it 
known for the world that they had any use 
for cheap qualities, is to have tobacco bought 
ostensibly for parties in other -cities, shipped 
to the destination and privately shipped back 
bere to the factory. Missouri tobaceo often 
soes all the way te Cincinnati and then re- 
turns to St. Louis, soasto getinto a home 
concern Without the fact being known. 
THE PRES, 

The inspector gets a fee of twenty-tive 
cents abogshead for making up the bunch 
of samples, and an additional ten 
cents foreach hogshead sold. The planter 
consigns to some commission man here, and 
there is acust#m of the murket which per- 
mits him to protect himself. When the hogs- 
head is knocked down at the sale, the plan- 
ter’s representative has simply to so ‘‘re- 
jected”? and the sale doesn’t count. All it 
costs the planter is the fee of inspection, and 
selling and the — storage. Often the 
consignee thinks that his tebacco will be in 
demand in some other market, and he has the 
Inspector make up a small additional sample 
hbuneh tosend away. For this the inspec- 
tor’s fee is tifteen cents. ‘lhe fee for the sale 
isten cents each time, no matter bow many 
times the hogshead may be put up. , 

It may be inferred correctly from the above 
that the Tobacco Inspector must be an hon- 
st man, and that he need have little ac- 
quaintance with the product he has <uper- 
Vision over. There ts no gold mine in the 
fees, but a comfortable income.
